T@wn Says No 
To Regional Plan 
For Dog Control 

By Stuart Parker 

Agawam has elected to remain with its own town 
dog control program and rejected joining the regional 
program sponsored by Hampden County after a 9-6 
Town Council vote Monday night. Dissenting coun¬ 
cilors cited concerns with cost and coverage which has 
haunted the’ county's chances of meeting approval 
here since its introduction last year. 

Offering the greatest challenge to acceptance of the 
county program was the first year success of the town's 
own program head by Santo DeSpirit, owner of Conga- 
mond Kennels in Southwick. 

DeSpirit reduced the complaints of stray dogs to 
police by 66 percent and more than doubled revenue 
from licensing fees and fines to $12,000.

Firemen's Pact 
Passed 11-3; Flap 
Spun By Trehey

Reminiscent of the March 21st blowout between 
councilors and the administration over Town Council's 
inability to review municipal contracts before authoriz¬ 
ing its approval was the heated debate surrounding 
the firemen union's contact Monday night. 

Trehey Fueled Debate 

Fueling the debate were comments made by Precinct 
6 Councilor Alfred Trehey, a persistent and hardline 
critic of the fire department in the past. Trehey has 
also scrutinized other municipal pacts signed by 
managers in his tenure on the council. 

The new contract established for the firemen's union 
a 5.7 percent pay increase, struck the previously 
agreed-upon and controversial minimum manpower

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Sewer Issue Called 
"Make A Deal"; 
Back To Square 1

With all the hoopla of "Let's Make A Deal, curtain 
one two, or three," Town Council reacted sewer b< • ‘er 
ment asessments of $700, $850, and $1,000, lec/dg 
fees for the 401 lots and homes in Feeding H:i!s when;- 
they were two years ago at $2,300 
Fell Short 

Though motions for charges of both $700 and $1,000 
received majority support from the council, they iell 
short of the ten vote, two-thirds majority required for the 
passage of the ordinance's second reading 

Nevertheless, Precinct 2 Councilor Darnel Locienski, a 
proponant of the $700 assessment for homeowners 
under Phase II, has placed the ordinance on the 
council's June 20th agenda for yet another first reading 

The betterment assessments became an item of con 
tention in mid 1981 when homowners _nder Phase s ir 
Feeding Hills organized to reject the $2,300 asessments, 
saying homeowners under Phase I, just two years eGriler, 
had paid only $700 

The homeowners further argued that the $2,300 
assessment and $510 in other town fees, plus the cost of 
bringing the sewer line into their homes created a fman 
cial burden too great to bear. 

Lacienski argued Monday night thatTown Manager 
Edward A Caba, in a letter addressed to homeowners in 
late October of 1981, had said he councilors, and 
homeowners on a special committee had established a 
target figure of $700 for the betterment assessments. 

Since the initial letter, however, Caba has told the 
homeowners that the special sewer committee was 
formed in an effort to reduce the $2,300 assessments, 
but never offered a guarantee of $700 as an assessment 

Caba returned to the council several months ago re¬ 
questing they adopt assessments of $1,200. 

Caba has maintained that the town is not in a position 
to absorb any more than $900,000 of the $3 million 
Phase II costs and has noted that homeowners may take 
up to 20 years go pay the assessments with an interest 
rate at approximately 14 percent 

In earlier arguments Caba remarked that the town »s 
receiving only 50 percent reimbursement from the stare 
for the project, whereas previous sewer projects enjoyed 
90 percent reimbursement from both state and federal 
sources. 

With the possibility of council approval ot 
assessments below the manager's recommendation, 
Caba has introduced town legislation to increase the 
sewer user fee. The town will adjust the present charge 
of 95 cents per hundred cubic feet of water consumed by 
homeowners to $1.24 if the assessments are approved 
for $ 1,000 Fee Wofjld Be HJgf|er 

Caba has said he would recommend the fee be in 
creased further to $1.27 if the council approves 
assessments of $700. 

The administration holds that the rate increases will 
be necessary to pay the increased town share of the 
Phase li project and to keep the sewer department seif 
sustaining. 

Several councilors, including Council President 
Donafd M. Rheault, commented that certain public 
statements regarding the lowering of the betterments 
ana misleading of the sewer user tee have been 
misleading. 

"it's important to realize the increases are oniv nee am 
mended. For the user fees and Phase II to be linked 
together will take an affirmative vote of this council." 
said Rheault. 

While the bulk of arguments surrounding the 'Deter¬ 
ment assessments echoed past debates. Lacienski did 
bring one new concept into last Mondav night s 
dialogue. 

Lacienski noted that the council was due to Gppro\e 
$132,000 for drain repoirs on Forest Hill Road n a 
transfer from the reserve fund.

clause, and offered a three-year guarantee of employ¬ 
ment to the departmen's present 52-man force. 

Though the contract was approved in an 11-3 vote 
with councilors forming .a consensus that the three- 
year employment guarantee was preferable to the 
minimum manpower clause, many councilors found 
their inability to review contracts before voting ap¬ 
proval as a bone of contention. . , 

"The only reason we even know that this contract ot- 
fers a three-year employment guarantee is because so¬ 
meone from the other side got mouthy, charged 
Trehey. 

Trehey held the contract process up for harsh 
criticism following the March 21st meeting, saying at 
the time, "It's a sad thing that people go to the polls in 
November thinking they're electing someone to watch 
over their tax dollars. The way the system is set-up, the 
council is little more than a rubber stamp for whatever 
the town manager proposes in this area.' 

Similar discord was expressed by Councilor Mario 
DeLucchi, who just prior to the contract vote, vowed, 
will never vote to support any contract I haven t even 
had a chance to see." 

The only other councilor to vote against the con¬ 
tract, Paul Paleologopoulos of Precinct 5 remained 
silent during last Monday night's debate. During 
previous discussion on the contract process he had 
remarked, "I can't see us as elected officials being told 


Crime Watch

WHAT YOU SHOULD KNOW 

Bikes get stolen from many places. The most com¬ 
mon place is from your home. But bik6s have been 
stolen from parks, schools, stores and libraries. A bike 
can be stolen from just about anywhere that anyone 
would park a bike! 

Most people don't steal bikes. But a few do. A per¬ 
son who does steal a bike is usually a young person. It 
could be a classmate, a neighbor from down the street, 
or a friend who just wanted to "borrow" it for awhile 
and forgot to bring it back. 

The most important thing you should know is that 
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we can't do anything because the contract is already 
signed. We must have a say on how much money will 
be spent." 

Town Council President Donald M. Rheault was 
responsible for placing the contract approval process 
before the council in March. He established that the 
town charter required proposed contracts to be filed 
with the council clerk within seven days. 

Town Manager Edward A. Caba, who vehemently 
defended the present system, agreed with Rheault at 
which time Rheault dropped the matter. 

However, since the council requested and were 
denied copies of the proposed fireman's contract, 
Rheault has decided to place the municipal contract 
system back on the council's June 20th agenda. 

Historical Precedent Cited 

Caba cited expediency and historical precedent as 
his reasons for withholding contract information from 
the council until they are approved. 

"At no time under this form of government has any 
town manager filed proposed contracts with the town 
clerk," Caba told the council. 

Caba went on to comment, "I have seven different 
groups to conduct negotiations with every year. It's a 
difficult job as it is. But if I have to go running back and 
forth to the council explaining every detail^ of a con¬ 
tract, I wonder how anything will get done." 

In conclusion Caba added, "There are some 
members of this council who will raise issue with any 
contract, no matter how good it may be." 

MOST BIKES THAT GET STOLEN WEREN'T LOCK- 
ED! 

WHAT YOU SHOULD DO 

If you bought a new bike in the last few years, the 
bike shop may have registered it for you. Now, you 
need to mark the bike. 

Marking your bike means that you engrave your 
parents' driver's license number on the bicycle using 
the Property Marking Code. The Marking Code is sim¬ 
ple: OR 3447 DL. 

The first two letters are the abbreviation of your 
state, the number is where the driver's license number 
goes and the DL is the abbreviation for Driver's 
License. 

Using the Marking Code helps protect you, serving 
as a deterrent to would-be bike thieves. It also helps the 
police in identifying and returning a found or stolen 
bike to the owner. 

IF IT GETS STOLEN 

Besides marking and registering your bike, fill out a 
description of it. If your bike is stolen, call the police 
immediately. Tell them who you are, where the bike 
was stolen and when, and give a description of the 
bike.

Japan is the free world's second largest 
producing approximately 10% of global gross na >oaa 
product. For over a decade. Japan s rate o grow as 
surpassed that of any industrialized country, despi e i s 
heavy reliance on imports of oil and other raw 
materials. Indications are that this trend will continue 
for the foreseeable future. 

Japan has the fundamental requirements to sustain 
its record of solid industrial growth. The country is 
politically and socially stable, with a highly-educated 
and dedicated work force. Its personal savings r ate of 
18% - over three times that of the U S. is the world s 
highest. As a result, industry has access to abundam 
and relatively low-cost capital which it invests in plant 
and equipment at a greater rate than that of other in¬ 
dustrialized countries. 

Japan is one of the largest securities marKets «n the 
world. In 1978, for example, the equivalent of $I0V 
billion in long-term debt and equities was issued in 
Japan, in contrast to $137 billiion in the United States 
and $1 1 billion in the United Kingdom. 

There are eight stock exchanges in Japan, of which 
Tokyo Stock Exchange has the major share of all stock 
volume transactions 

Investing a portion of one's assets in the Japanese 
securities market serves to reduce overall portfolio risk 
in several important ways. First of ail, Japan is a 
politically and socially stable country. Secondly, Japan 
has enjoyed relative independence from Western 
securities markets. For example, a low market in New 
York does not necessarily mean a low market in Tokyo 
In addition, under the floating exchange rate system, 
converting assets into strong currencies has become 
another vital factor in reducing portfolio risk While the 
Swiss franc and German mark have been traditional 
currencies for diversification, Japan's superior 
economic performance has caused the Japanese yen to 


ago, I didn't realize that the applique methoa taugru uy 
my teacher, Barbara Clark, was somewhat out of the 
ordinary. Barbara has been quilting since she was very 
young. She found it difficult to turn under her seam 
allowance and get nice curves and round circles, one 
developed a technique that made applique work much 
easier, which I have named Embroidered Applique. 

For example, let's pretend we are making the Brida 
Wreath block which is our pattern for this month. I 
would first draw a 12" square onto our background 
fabric. Then cut Vi" away from your line. Next step, is 
to draw the picture of the applique design in ' ult . ont ? 
the 12" block. Find the center of the block. Match 
center of the Bridal Wreath design with the center of 
the block. If your background fabric is light enough, 
you will be able to place your pattern under it and see it 
well enough to trace it. Draw lightly with pencil slightly 
smaller so that after everything is appliqued on, you 
won't see any pencil lines. You need to draw the appli¬ 
que design on so that you'll know where every piece 
goes without having to measure to see if everything is 
in its proper place. 

Once the background fabric is ready, we can start 
embroidering our pieces. Let's start with the hearts, 
prefer to make my patterns from Shrinky Dink plastic 
sheets. By using this see-through plastic, I can save 
myself a step. I place the Shrinky Dink on the heart pat¬ 
tern, draw the heart on the plastic with pencil and then 
cut out the heart on the pencil line (finished size of 
heart). Placing the heart template on the right side of 
the fabric, trace around with pencil. Do not place

FIRE-WISE 

By Russell Jenks 
Acting Fire Chief 


Babysitting tonight? You've just accepted a big 
responsibility. Because if fire strikes, you're in charge 1 
Here are fire-wise ways to make a blaze less likely - and 
to reduce the risk of injury or death if fire occurs. 

The Kitchen. Here, the name of the game is preven¬ 
tion. Here are the steps to follow if you will be prepar 
ing a meal. Keep toddlers in a playpen or on the other 
side of a fenced door while you cook that way they 
can't distract you or show up underfoot at exactly the 
wrong time. Get dangling appliance cords back on the 
countertops and turn pot handles inward toward the 
back of the stove. Remove tablecloths so that children 
do not pull scalding foods or liquids from the table 

Wear tight sleeves while cooking - these are less like¬ 
ly to brush something hot and catch fire. Finally, if fire 
does occur in a pan, smother it with the pan lid. Never 
use water, or try to carry the burning pan outside! 

Clothing Fires. Do the children know what to do if 
their clothes catch fire? Ask them and find out - then 
show them how to smother clothing fires by dropping 
to the ground and rolling back and forth. You can help 
put the fire out faster with a blanket or rug. 

Burns. Small or dull red burns may be painful. Apply 
cold water to cool the burn. If the skin has blistered, or 
if it has turned dead white, brown or charred, emergen 
cy medical attention is required. Cover the burn with a 
sterile cloth or a clean sheet and maintain the child's 
body temperature till help arrives. Never use greases or 
ointment on any burn. 

Escape From Fire. Plan your escape when you arrive 
at the home. Decide on several ways out and test the 
exits to make sure you can use them Test the smoke 
detector and tell the children what you want them to do 
if they hear the alarm. If fire strikes, remember that 
smoke kills. Smoke and hot, toxic gases can kill in a 
few breaths although the fire is rooms away. You and 
the children should cr-wl outside the air is better near 
the floor. Once out of the house, stoy out don't go 
back for anything. Call the fire department from a 
neighbor's phone or a nearby public phone

It's Strawberry Time!

Strawberries have always grown in abundance in 
Feeding Hills, and soon local farms will be offering 
"pick your own." Despite the many cloudy days and 
rainy weather, the strawberries will be ready this year 
around June 14th as predicted by several growers. 

Noel Brown of Provin Mt. Farms is optimistic about 
this year's crop. When asked if sun lamps had been set 
up around the fields to make up for the lack of sun, 
Noel Brown laughed and said that this harvest will be 
just great. 

Family members at Kosinski Farms further down 
from Brown's on North West Street said, "Believe it or 
not even with all of the rain, the berries will be 
available around the 15th to pick your own by, the 
quart or by the pound." They remarked that the ber¬ 
ries are looking good." 

It is obvious that Mother Nature did not let the ber¬ 
ries down and has provided a good enough balance of 
sun and rain to put fresh strawberry shortcake and 
strawberry rhubarb pie on everyone's table. Mother 
Nature did have a little help from her friends, though, 
like our local strawberry growers. 

Bob Cecchi of Cecchi Farms should be picking 
strawberries to sell at his stand on June 8th or 9th. 
About a week later, the farm will be offering "pick your 
own." Bob stated that the berries are of a good size 
and they will see a good crop despite all of the rain. 

Personnel at Berlyd Acres on North Westfield Street 
said that although the crop will be delayed this year 
due to lack of sun they will be offering "pick your own" 
around June 13th. They have been raising strawberries 
for the last ten years, and they advise pickers to bring 
their own containers. 

More of the area's first harvest can be found at Joe 
Czerpak's strawberry patch at 636 South Westfield 
Street in Feeding Hills. Here the berries are picked only 
by the pound and the farm supplies containers. 
Although the crop is about two weeks late due to 
cloudy, rainy weather, Czerpak said that it looks like a 
good year for the berries that will be coming in about 
June 15th. 

For the first time in fifteen years, the Longhis on 
Southwick Street will not be raising strawberries as 
they have changed over to greenhouses. 

Noel Brown of Provin Mt. Farms is offering 
something new this year along with his normal opera¬ 
tion. He is setting up two special strawberry patches 
for couples to pick berries with young children. Here, 
parents will be able to wheel their baby carriages and 
strollers right into these fields. As a lot of young 
couples ride over on bikes with youngsters on baby car¬ 
riers, they, too, will be able to ride right into the fields.

The Sunshine Boys

While playwright Neil Simon's brand of comedy 
tends to fall flat on the silver screen, it works well 
onstage because its emphasis is on dialogue rather 
than physical action. Therefore, a Simon play requires 
a great deal from its actors in terms of their speaking 
ability, as was demonstrated in the Agawam Repertory 
Theatre's production of The Sunshine Boys. 

The play, which opened its run June 2nd through 
5th, has two shows on June 9th and 10th in the Court 
House Racquetball Club's elegant Regency Room at 
60 North Westfield, Feeding Hills. 

The title of this Simon work refers to Willie Clark (Ar¬ 
nold Woods) and Al Lewis (Bob Duane), two 
vaudevillians who worked together for 43 years. 
Although they were successful as the comedy team of 
Lewis and Clark, their offstage relationship wasn't a hit 
because Willie and Al couldn't stand each other, with 
Willie being the more spiteful of the two. 

Well, both men are now in their golden years, and Al 
is retired and living with his daughter in New Jersey. 
Meanwhile, Willie lives by himself in a dumpy New 
York apartment and nags his nephew and agent, Ben 
Silverman (Bob Guidetti), to get him any kind of acting 
work (despite the fact that Willie's memory isn't what it 
used to be). 

One day, Ben tells his uncle that the creators of a 
television special on history of comedy want the team 
of Lewis and Clark to appear on the show. After much 
cajolement by Ben, Willie agrees to do the show with 
Al, and when the two vaudevillians get together to 
rehearse for the special, not even their 1 1 year absence 
from each other can weaken the arguments that are 
sure to come. 

Like most Simon plays, The Sunshine Boys is a 
lightweight comedy with no real serious meaning. 
However, this isn't too important because the play is 
just interested in entertaining instead of making any 
profound statements. Under the direction of Donna 
Dore Bliss, The Sunshine Boys fulfills its task because 
it's a fast-paced production that runs like a well-oiled 
machine. 


Nevertheless, the success of this comedy lies with 
the performances of Woods and Duane. The character 
of Willie Clark tells us that timing is important when it 
comes to making people laugh, and both Woods and 
Duane utilize this technique, as well as gestures and in¬ 
flections, throughout the entire show. Not only is their 
verbal tug-of-war fun to listen to, but their individual 
one-line jokes also tickle the funny bone. In fact, I 
believe that Duane's performance as Al Lewis is better 
than George Burns' Oscar-winning portrayal in the film 
version of this play. 

Another important thing about these two perfor 
mances is that the actors are convincing as aging 
characters. It's difficult to play a character that is older 
than yourself, and some actors destroy the credibility 
of their performances when they play elderly people 
because they overemphasize the ways in which the 
elderly walk and talk. Woods and Duane, on the other 
hand, act just old enough without turning their 
characters into stereotypes. 

Unfortunately, Guidet- 
ti's portrayal of Ben 
Silverman doesn't 
measure up to the rest of 
the cast's acting. He 
overacts for this type of 
comedy and his perfor¬ 
mance would have been 
much better if it were in a 
play of a more slapstick
